Kingston, Island of St. Vincent, B 
tv. I., May 16.—No person has yet 
ueen able to approach within eight 
miles of the new crater of the Sou 
frlere volcano. 
But, judging 
from 
what can be seen from a considerable 
distance, the old lake at the summit 
of the mountain has disappeared. The 
numerous fissures in 
the mountain 
sides continue to throw out vapor and 
the 
subterranean 
murmurings .and 
tremblings indicate continued unrest 
Scientists who have come here from 
the British island of Trinidad predict 
another volcanic eruption on St. Vin 
cent within a short time. 
The damage done to St. Vincent by 
the volcanic eruptions is now known 
to be considerably greater than was at 
first estimated. 
The present uneasi 
ness of the inhabitants of the island 
is increased by the continuous agita 
tion of the volcanic craters. 
Interesting discoveries have 
been 
made regarding physical changes on 
St. Vincent resulting from the erup­ 
tions. 
Several fissures have been ob­ 
served on a Sou frier©. 
The estate of 
Walibou has disappeared 
and 
has 
been replaced by an inlet of the sea. 
Richmond, an estate adjacent to Wali­ 
bou, which was formerly flat and upon 
which there were several 
laborers" 
cottages, has been completely burned, 
and out of the estate there now arises 
a large ridge of ground. 
It is believed 
that the Rabaccl crater, in the Wind­ 
ward district of the island, has also 
erupted. 
From a distance La Soufriere, al­ 
though less violent, still wears a cap 
of dark clouds which is 
illumined 
every now and then by Hashes of red 
light. 
Showers Bring Relief. 
Volcanic dust fell here again during 
the day, but fortunately there have 
been also several heavy rain showers, 
which have washed away the dust 
from the grass and restoring verdure 
of the fields. 
The condition of the at­ 
mosphere Is also apparently improv­ 
ing. 
Owing to the destruction of several 
estates the sugar and arrow root in­ 
dustries of St. Vincent are seriously 
Injured. 
Nearly 2,000 deaths on this 
Island have been 
reported. 
Bodies 
have been discovered In houses in life­ 
like 
attitudes, presenting 
gruesome 
spectacles. 
As wide areas of ground 
which formerly produced 
foodstuffs 
have been devastated there is today an 
abnormal demand for bredatuffs and a 
consequent scarcity of food supplies. 
The prices of food are advancing. The 
destruction of the live stock of the 
island has also caused a rise in the 
price of meat. 
The inhalation of noxious vapors 
here is increasing the spread of sick­ 
ness. 
An ambulance corps from the 
island of Barbadoes has arrived here. 
Starvation threatens the poorer classes 
of the afflicted district. 
Nearly every remaining negro hut 
In the Carib country contains decayed 
bodies and the horrible stench 
is 
driving people away. Mutilated bodies 
are tied with ropes and dragged to the 
trenches, where 
they 
are 
buried. 
Sometimes bodies are cremated. 
The 
local government Is feeding and shel­ 
tering about 3.000 refugees. 
Subscrip­ 
tions for the relief of the sufferers are 
being raised in all the British West 
Indian islands. 
A British warship has arrived here 
from Trinidad bringing provisions for 
the relief of the sufferers.

Rcientlsts who have come here from 
the British Island of Trinidad predict 
another volcanic eruption on 8t. Vin­ 
cent within a short time. 
The damage done to Bt. Vincent by 
the volcanic eruptions Is now known 
to be considerably greater than waa at 
first estimated. 
The present uneasl 
ness of the Inhabitants of the island 
fa Increased by the continuous agita 
tlon of the volcanic craters. 
Interesting discoveries have 
been 
made regarding physical change* on 
Bt. Vincent resulting from the erup­ 
tions. 
Several fissures have been ob­ 
served on a Soufrlere. The estate of 
Wall bou has disappeared 
and 
hae 
been replaced by an Inlet of the sea. 
Richmond, an estate adjacent to Wall 
bou, which waa formerly fiat and upon

cottages, has been completely burned, 
and out of the estate there now arises 
a large ridge of ground.

Volcanic dust fell here again during 
the day, but fortunately there have 
been also several heavy rain showers, 
which have washed away the dust 
from the grasa and restoring verdure 
of the fields.

Starvation threatens the poorer classes 
of the afflicted district.
